Carrying Charges Reduced 

In liberalizing rental housing fi- 
nancing, FHA reduced the monthly 
carryihg charges on FHA-insured 
mortgages, which had the effect of 
extending the average period of 
maturity for such mortgages from 
27 years and 7 months to 32 years 
and 7 months on the basis of a 4 
per cent interest rate. The reduc- 
tion was made by lowering the 2 
per cent initial minimum principal 
payment to 1 1-2 per cent, with 
subsequent principal payments re- 
duced accordingly. 

FHA also announced that it had 
broadened eligibility standards for 
this type of mortgage insurance, 
permitting loans for elevator and 
corridor type apartment houses, 
among other things.

It is 
designed from the outset to be so 
fair and factual that it will give 
the Soviet government no
